must,on or before the 30th day of April of 
each year, or before commencing business, if 
such business is commenced subsequent to 
April 80th, file witli the collector, or deputy 
collector, a sworn statement on form 11, and 
atthe same time pay to such officer the 
amount of the tax, when he will be furnished 
With a special tax stamp, which stamp must 
be at all times conspicuously displayed in his 
or their place of business.” od 
“Any person who shall through negligence 
fail to go place and keep said stamp, shall, 
upon conviction, be sentenced to pay a pen- 
alty equal to the special tax for which his 
business rendered him liable, and the costs of 
the prosecution ; but in no case shall said pen- 
alty be less than ten dollars; and where the 
failure to comply with this provision shall be 
through wilful neglect or refusal, then the 
penalty shall be double the amount above 
prescribed.”
